NEWS IN BRIEF. 


——Dufing the month of October 67,927 
immigrants arrived in this country. 


-— The Hon. Hannibal Hamlin and Mrs. 
Hamlin, with Mrs. Blaine, arrived at Liver- 
pool yesterday on their way to Madrid. 

Some rain, cloudy weather, slightly 
warmer east to south winds, followed by 
col der north to west winds, for this region 
today. 

-— Three shocks of earthquake were felt 
at Agram, Austria, Tuesday night. Shocks 
were felt at Naples, Catanzaro, and Cosenza 
early Wednesday morning. 


——At the regular weekly praycr-meeting 
of the First Congregational Church last 
evening $11,000 was subscribed to pay off the 
entire church indebtedness. 


——Controller-of-tne-Currency Knox has 
ordered an assessment of 100 per cent upon 
the shareholders of the wrecked Mechanics’ 
National Bank of Newark, N. J. 

——There were violent gales off the British 
and Irish coasts yesterday, and several ship- 
ping disasters are reported from Faimouth, 
Whitehaven, Berwick, and the western coast 
of Scotland. 

——Gambetta has issued a note to the rep- 
resentatives of France in foreign countries 
assuring them that the change in the Minis- 
try will not modify the pacific tendency of 
France’s foreign policy. 


——Cholera is raging in Arabia. Over 500 
persons are dying daily in Mecca from the 
disease. Steamers from Djiddah refuse to 
embark returning pilgrims on account of the 
prevalence of the disease. 


——Mr. George C. Gorham says he is still a 
candidate for the Secretaryship of the United 
States Senate, and that he is not a candidate 
for the Assistant-Secretaryship of the Treas- 
ury, or forany other office, as long as the 
Secretaryship of the Senate is vacant. 


The German Reichstag will be com- 
posed of 140 members who are opposed to 
the present policy of Bismarck, 112 Ultra- 
montanes, 85 Conservatives, 116 Poles, 15 
members from Alsace and rraine who 
wish these provinces to be a of 8 
and 12 Socialists. 


rx. Goschen, late British Commission- 
er Extraordinary to Turkey, addressing his 
constituents at Ripon yesterday, pointed to 
the increase in the population of Great 
Britain by 4,000,000 during the past decade as 
a result of free trade. He thinks free trade 
is an absolute blessing to the English people. 


— be Sons of Vermont resident in Chi- 
cago held a meeting at the Palmer House 
last evening to consider the project of ereet- 
ing a monument at Bennington in com- 
memoration of Gen. Stark's victory over 
Burgoyne at that place in August, 1777. The 
project was indorsed by those at the meet- 
ing. 

he Paris Figaro, in referring to the 


negotiations between the Rochambeau family 


and the United States Government for the 


so-called Rochambeau papers, says there is 


reason to doubt whether the gentlemen bear- 
ing the name of Rochambeau, who Mtended 
the Yorktown celebration, are real 22 
beaus. 

——An explosion on the Keamer Severn, 
from Bristol for Glasgow, yesterday carried 
away portions of the deck, killed nine per- 
sons, and severely wounded several. our 
persons were taken to the hospital. It is 
thought that the explosion was caused by 
dynamite being placed on board by malicious 
miscreants. 

——The three jurers necessary to make the 
required twelve were secured in the Guiteau 
case yesterday. The aditional jurgrs are W. 
A. Browner, commission merchant; T. 
Henlein, an ironworker; and Joseph Prather, 
commission merchant. Guiteau has pub- 
lished an appeal for help to the legal pro- 
fession. 


——Bismarck is said to be reckoning on an 
irreconcilable conflict between Windhorst, 
the Ultramontane leader, and the chiefs of 
the Liberal party, and hopes to profit there- 
by. The speech of the Emperor to the Reichs- 
tag is looked forward to with considerable 
interest, as it is thought that it will embody 
Bismarck’s views. 

——Representative Hiscock, of New York, 
now beses his hopes for obtaining the Speak- 
ership on the fact that the Western Congress- 
men are divided between Keifer of Ohio, 
Kasson of Iowa, and Burrows of Michi- 
gan. It may be that the Western men will 
unite their forces, in which case Hiscock 
will be disappointed. 

—George I. Clark, of Boston, dealer in 
morocco leatheY, has failed, owing to com- 
plications arising out of the failure of Chris- 
topher Nugent & Co., of Newark, N. J., and 
and the Mechanics’ National Bank affair. 
The liabilities of the Boston firm of C. A. 
Claflin & Co. are placed at $110,000. The 
nominal assets are $75,000. 

—The Limerick Sub-Commission of the 
Irish Land Court has reduced the yearly rent 
of one farm from $310 to $210, of another 
from $200 to $125, and of a third from $245 to 
$142.50. These reductions, as was antici- 
pated by Tue TripuNg, are much greater 
than have been made in the case of the 
Ulster farmers. 

ne North German'Gazette, Bismarck’s 
organ, says that Bismarck has asked the Em- 
peror for permission to negotiate with the 
Catholic and Liberal parties in the Reichstag 
with a view to forming a party for the con- 
duct of the Government. The same journal 
says that Bismarck’s purpose is to demon- 
strate the impossibility of the Opposition act- 
ing in concert. 

-—Egan, the Land-League Treasurer, has 
received during the past week for Land- 
League purposes $14,250, most of which was 
contributed by Irish-Americans. Sexton, 
who was recently relieved from prison, is 
traveling by easy stages to the Soutn of 
France. O’Brien, the editor of the Land- 
League organ, has been permitted to leave 
prison for a brief period to see his mother, 
who is dying. 

— Some of the French deputation who 
attended the Yorktown celebration came to 
Chicago, and were formally welcomed yes- 
terday by Mayor Harrison. The party 
were driven about the city in company 
with several French citizens of Chicago. 
Mayor Harrison in his address of welcome 
told the French visitors how he met Lafay-

HERE IT IS IN A NUTSHELL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16.—The annual 
report of the Commissioner of Indlan Af- 
fairs to the Secretary of the Interior is made 
public. Commissioner Price, at the outset. 
desires to “urge with earnestness the abso- 
lute necessity fer a thorough and radical 
change of the Indian policy in some respects 
and particulars. It must be apparent to the 
most casual observer that the system of gath- 
ering Indians in bands or tribes on reserva- 
tions and carrying them victuals and clothes, 
thus relieving them of the necessity of labor, 
never will and never can civilize them. 
if white men were treated as we 
treat the Indians the result would certainly 
be a race of worthless vagabonds. I wish to 
call attention to the fact that, in almost every 
ease, it is oniy the non-laboring tribes that go 
upon the warpath, and the stubborn facts of 
history compel me to say the Govern tis 
largely to blame for this. We feed the White 
River murderers and compel the peaceable 
Uintahs to largely care for themselves. This 
course induces the Indian to believe that if 
they are to get favors from the Government 
they must refuse to work, refuse to be or- 
derly and peaceable, and must commit some 
depredation or murder, and that a commis- 
sion will be appointed to treat with them 
and pay them in goods, provisions, and 
money to behave n 
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ufacture 
spirits in any of the Territories of the United 
States. Among other things laws should be 
enacted to extend to Indian reservations the 
criminal laws.of the States and Territories 
in which they are respectively situated.

The pugilists ran for Pennsylvania, 
followed by the crowd. The refgree declared 
the Ut drawn, and all bets off. Neither man 
was hurt. The battle lasted from 11:20 to 11:35. 


Feeling Among the Fancy. 

Erie, Pa., Nov. 16.—The result causes great 
dissatisfaction.

Nov. 15.—The convicts in 
the New York State Prison, at this piace, at 
present all appear hearty and well. Those who 
arrive at the jail sick generally come to good 
health after becoming accustomed to the regu- 
lar way of living—early hours, plain food, and 
wholesome labor. After ounce getting used to 
the latter they dislike a holiday, for that means 
confinement in their cells. Sundays, when the 
prisoners have but two meals, and are confined 
from haif-past 10 o’clock in the morning until 
the next morning, they style Hell- Day.“ How 
busy a piace is Sing Sing Prison may be known 
from its not only baving become self -support- 
ing but from its clearing about $4,000 monthly 
besides. 

There are f men in the prison serv- 
ing lite terms.“ Michael Gorman, who mur- 
dered his wife, bas been imprisoned the longest 
time—twenty-five years. He is an old man, and 
takes care of the chapel. Ishmael Freeman, a 
colored preacher, also a wife murderer, is in 
for life; Hayes, who killed Delaney, has passed 
nine years of his sentence, and is so well be- 
haved that he is a waiter in the principal 
keeper's office. Ira Fonte and Pool have no 
of reiease through the interest of those who 
lieve them wrongfully reerated. All of the 
criminals live on without which they 
would sink with despair, the ioss of freedom 380 
saps existence of its worth.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 15.—One of the most dar- 
ing robberies ever planned in this region was 
successfully cousummated this morning at 
Boardman Centre, Mahoning County, the 
victim being the Hon. Jesse Baldwin. It 
will be remembered that some weeks 
ago the newspapers gave publicity 
to the fact that Mr. Baldwin had at Washington 
exchanged Government bonds for some $17,000 
in goid. While there was nothing remarkable 
about this, Mr. Baldwin’s wealth and eccentric 
habits were ussed until almost everybody in 
the land must nave come to hear of the litte, 
old, peculiar man of Boardman. It was given out 
that Mr. Baldwin had a mania for goid, and 
had by habits of frugality and business sagacity 
amassed a large fortune, which he kept near 
him, finding much pleasure in occasionally 
ccunting over the shining pieces.

Arrested fora Murder Committed Some

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Nov. 16.— Uriah J. Moyer 
was arrested in Prairie Ronde, this county, last 
night, and brought to the county jail.

Tur prohibitory convention finished its 
labors without showing what protected 
American goods could be exported to foreign 
ports and sold at a profit even if Congress 
furnished the money to build and subsidize 
a fleet of ocean steamers. Suppose Congress 
should subsidize John Roach five or ten 
millions a year for building mercantile 
steamers for foreign trade, and that they 
should be loaded with protected American 
manufactures such as steel and iron wares, 
woolen and cotton cloths, linen and silk 
goods, ready-made clothing, boots and shoes, 
hardware and glassware of all kinds, spikes, 
nails, screws and nuts, tools and implements, 
and machinery ef all sorts, furniture, etc. 
At what foreign ports could the merchants 
sell these high protected goods at a profit in 
competition with the manufactures of free- 
trade England carried in British ships? No; 
they could not sell their artificially dear wares 
in any foreign port in the world except ata 
ruinous loss. They would nevershipa second 
invoice of protected goods to sell at a foreigu 
port in competition with British free-trade 
goods. One experience would satisfy the 
most ultra protectionist exporter in the 
United States. The steamers built by subsidy 
would have to run light or in ballast merely 
between our own and foreign ports. Aft- 
era few trips they would be tied up at our 
wharves to rust and rot until their subsidized 
owners sold them to European traders. That 
would be the final outcome of the subsidized 
steamers. K is simply impossible to manu- 
facture goods under a high tariff for sale in 
foreign countries in competition with the 
free-trade goods of England. It is irrational 
to expect it. 


ACCORDINGgto the last census Virginia had 
a colored population of 681,996. If the voting 
population is 1 in 5 (a low estimajg) the ne- 
groes alone should cast 126,000 votes. But 
the whole Republican vote in the Presiden- 
tial election was but 84,020, and the combined 
Republican and Readjuster vote but 115,547. 
There is an apparent discrepancy here of 
42,000 between the actual and possible col- 
ored Republican vote, to say nothing of the 
white Republicans and Readjusters. Most 
of thig is due to the imposition of a poll-tax, 
which was levied for the express purpose of 
keeping the negroes away from the polls. 
This odious tax will be removed by a consti- 
tutional amendment proposed by the new 
Legislature and ratified by the people. 
Thenceforth there will be a large increase ih 
the Republican vote. It should be no- 
ticed, too, that the white vote of 
Virginia was much below the ratio 
of the Northern States. For example, 
Ohio cast a vote ot 1 in 4.3 of the population, 
lilinois a vote of 1 in 48, and New Yorka 
vote of 1 in 4.5. But the ratio of the Demo- 
eratic vote (Bourbon and Headjuster com- 
bined) to the white population of Virginia 
was 1in 7, and the ratio of the Republican 
vote to the colored population 1 In 7.3. There 
is a deficiency of 42,000 in the colored vote 
and of 48,000 in the white vote, and most of 
the latter—being among the farmers and 
poorer population of the uplands and cities— 
belongs to the Readjuster wing of the party. 
On a square vote, after the poll-tax has been 
abolished, the coalition, if it shall hold to- 
gether, will have no trouble in carrying Vir- 
ginia regularly by a majority of 20,000 to

There is not a worchor hint about protection 


in all this. On the contrary, the purpose for 
levying taxes and duties i§ explicitly defined 
Via: “To pay the debts, and provide for the 
common defense and general welfare of the 
United States.” If this means anything, it 
means that taxes and duties shall be levied 
to raise revenue, for it is only with revenue 
that debts can be paid and the com- 
mon defense and general welfare of 
the Government maintained. If the 
word “revenue” had been employed 
in this section, it would not. have 
made the purpose of the Constitution any 
clearer. How in the name of common sense 
could the “ protection ” of certain mafhufact- 
urers, the steel pool for example, whereby 
they are enabled to charge two prices for 
their wares, be construed as paying the 
debts, providing for the common defense, or 
meeting the current expenses of the Govern- 
ment? it it had been the purpose of the 
framers of the Constitution to enable certain 
classes to charge two prices for their goods, 
they would undoubtedly have said so; they 
not only omitted to say anything of the kind, 
but expressly stipulated that taxes of all 
kinds, whether direct or indirect, whether 
levied on home products or foreign imports, 
should be for the purpose of raising revenue 
to support the Government and pay its debts. 

The other references to taxation in the 
Constitution bear out the theory that a tariff 
was authorized for revenue purposes. In 
Art. I.. Sec. 9 paragraph 5, it is provided 
that no preference shall be given, by any 
regulation of commerce or revenue, to 
the ports of one State over those of 
another.” It is evident that revenue was 
kept in mind whenever the question of 
tariff came up. In Sec. 10. paragraph 2 of 
the same article it is provided that the net 
produce of all duties and imposts laid byany 
State on imports and exports shall be for the 
use of the Treasury of the United States.“ 
This extract furnishes additional evidence 
that the sole intention was to raise revenue 
for the United Sta overnment whenever 
a tariff on imports ht be adopted in any 
shape, and that this sort of taxation was to 
be reserved for the benefit of the General 
Government exclusively. 

If the sentiment of the convention held in 
this city is a fair indication of the general 
sentiment of the protected classes, it may be 
concluded that they propose not merely to 
resist any movement for a modification of the 
excessive features of the tariff, but even to 
agitate a general increase of taxes on ¢on- 
sumers. A tariff for protection with inel- 
dental revenue,” which Mr. McKinley an- 
nounced as his platform, looks directly to 
prohibition and direct taxation for the sup- 
port of the Government. This indeed is the 
logical outcome of the whole movement to 
levy higher taxes on the consumers for the 
benefit of special classes. 


GAMBETTA’S ADMINISTRATION. 

The neW Administration in France under 
the late elections has been completely organ- 
ized. A new Cabinet has come into office, 
with M. Gambetta at its head, with a power- 
ful majority supporting it in the Jower 
House, and the Upper House brought into 
more hamnonious relations than ever before 
with the democratic sentiment of the Repub- 
lic. The Cabinet is said to bea strong one, 
though very able men surrendered their port 
folios to make way for their successors, 
among them such men as M. Sainte Hilaire, 
Gen. Farre of the War Department, Admiral 
Cloué ef the Navy, M. de Freycinet, and M. 
Ferry. The Cabinet is a Liberal one, as 
might be expected, when organized by the 
great French“ Liberal er. In some re- 
spects it is radi@&l, especially in the Depart- 
ment of Colonies and Pubiic Instruction, in 
which M. Ferry gives place to M. Bert, one 
of the most bitter of anti-Clericals, and who, 
if he had his own way, would probably make 
a complete separation of Church and State. 
That he will not have his own way, how- 
ever, is Pretty clear from M. Gambetta’s dec- 
laration of principles. 

Before the formation of the new Ministry 
rumors were current that he would make 
radical changes, effect sweeping removals in 
the army and navy, the courts and the church, 
and inaugurate such industrial reforms as 
would place France immediately upon the 
highroad to a marvelous prosperity. M. 
Gambetta’s program gives no warrant for 
such glittering expectations. It is sixjularly 
free from exaggeration, is slow and cautious 
in some directions and non-committal in 
others. It is the program of a Liberal rather 
than of a Radical, and indicates that he has 
departed from his Radical beginnings, and 
now occupies the higher Liberal ground, and 
that he is practical enough not to promise 
anything more than he believes he can per- 
form. 

It is a peculiarity of his program, which 
seems to have been drawn up with great pru- 
dence and deliberation, that his schemes for 
the future are confined, so far as they 
are publicly announced, to intemal reforms, 
and make no very wide departure from the 
policy of his predecessors. In his speech to 
the Deputies he laid down the following 
broad and genuinely republican declaration 
ef policy: 

France has demanded as the instrument of a 
policy gradually but firmly reformative the 
constitution of a government united, freed 
from all the subaitern coyditions of divisions, 
ever ready to discuss the ifiterest of the nation 
before its representatives, to account to them 
for its acts, and to inspire among all the de- 
grees of the hierarchy and of the public service 
respect. obedience, and diligence in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and it counts upon find- 
ing in both Assemblies a majority confiding in 
and prepared to sustain the Government, with- 
out being actuated by personal intiuences or 


local rivairies, and inspired alone by a love of 
duty and of the State. 


This is the general statement. The de- 
tails which it includes may be briefly stated 
as follows: (1) The reformation of the judi- 
cial system.

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BLAIR’S EXPLANATION OF THE STEEL 


POOL. 

One of the inguiries before the More 
Tariff’? Convention was on Bessemer steel 
rails—inquiring why they should be pro- 
tected so much, as their process of manufact- 
ure is covered by a patent.“ The nearest 
answer to this important inquiry was made 
by Mr. Blair, of Blairstown, N. J., who rep- 
resented the Lackawanna lron and Steel Rail 
Company. He said: 


The Bessemer nfanufacturers had combined to 
limit the number of tons of the manufactured 
article, and by so domg it was able to compete 
with the foreigners, and this was the only way in 
which they could compete. They were rear 
turning out 1,000,000 tons of ruils tor $60,000,000, 
which is much cheaper than could be done if 
they were not protected as they were. 


These are most extraordinary assertions. 
It is inexplicable to the ordinary human un- 
derstanding that a pool combination to limit 
the production of steel rails should be 
formed for the purpose of enabling it to 
compete with foreigners! Is it not a fact 
that the purpose is to prevent competi- 
tion with each other? The price fixed by 
the steel poq is the marimum that the 828 
duty and the 85 of freight and other ex- 
penses added to the ioreign price of steel 
will enable the poo! to charge American pur- 
chasers, which is $60 per ton at present. 
Were it not for the combination of the steel 
mills to limit production they would compete 
with each other ‘for orders, and the price of 
rails would speedily fall to $50 or per 
ton, and still yield a good profit, and at the 
same time render it possible for any foreign 
steel to enter our market. 

Mr. Blair says the pool combination is now 
turning out a million of tons a year of steel 
rails for sixty millions of dollars, which is 
much cheaper than could be done if they 
were not protected as they were.” This is 
another inexplicable assertion. Suppose the 
duty was $18 per ton instead of $28. The 
pool would be selling steel rails for $50 per 
ton, or $10 less than they are. IS $00 a ton 
much cheaper than $50 per ton? That is 
what Mr. Blair in effect asserted. ' 

On each ton of the milliq tons of output 
the pool of Bessemer manufacturers levy $28 
of protection on the railroads, or an aggre- 
gate of twenty-eight millions of dollars. 
The cost of English stee! (and of a beiter 
quality than the American) laid down at any 
of our Atlantic ports is about $30 per 
ton. Something like 140,000 tons of En- 
glish steel have been purchased this 
year by our railroads at rather less than that 
price, partly because it lasts longer and 
wears better than the steel made by Blair's 
protected pool, and partly because the pool 
combination limited their product and would 
not fill the oraefs in time. 

The Americans and English make steel by 


the same process, under the Bessemer pat-. 


ent. The American manufacturer has the 
advantage of his foreign rival of several 
dollars a ton in transportation, also in 
cheaper ore and coal in many places, and 
cheaper bread and meat for his workmen, 
and yet he demands 100 per eent protéction, 
in fact 125 per cent, as the price of steel in 
England is only $25 per ton, while the duty 
thereon is $238 in addition to the cost of 
freight and other charges. Under the Besse- 
mer patent method of making steel rails the 
chief expense is in pig, as molten pig metal 
is converted into steel at small expense by 
the patent process. 

Were it not for the pool combination of 
the steel mills they would compete with 
each other for orders, and this competition 
would speedily reduce the price of rails to 
something fair and decent, regardless of the 
enormous protection which the business en- 
joys. But the production is limited by the 
pool, and an increase of new mills is guarded 
to prevent competition. The scheme of the 
pooi is to make the rails cost: 


1. The price of the English rails 
2. The duty per ton 28 
J. Cost of transportation, ocean and iniand, . 


Total pool price per ton. $60 
When the demand for rails slacks up the 
pool combination shut down a part of the 
mills, continue to charge the full price the 
protection enables them to exact from 
the railroads, and out ot the immense profits 
pay the idle mills their pro-rata proportion 
of the whole plunder. Mr. Blair's explana- 
tion can hardly be called satisfactory to the 
American public who suffer by the operations 
of his pool combinations.

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GRINNELL ON STEBBINS. 

At the subsidy convention held in this city 
the proceedings on the first day were some- 
what tedious because.of the monotony of 
the talk and of the resolutions and other 
matter presented. But there was one shock 
that was felt by the whole body which was 
as unexpected as it was vigorous. Mr. Steb- 
bins, of Detroit, was one of the chief oper- 
ators.

Mr. Grinnell’s resolution was. not an- 
swered. It was regarded as * of 
the happy family, the intrygion of an inquiry 
that was not of a friendly character, and 
therefore out of place in nvention. 

But the country generall¥ would like to 
have the question answered. All the world 
can have steel rails laid down in their ports 
at an average of $28 to $30 per ton except 
the United States. American capitalists are 
building railroads all through Mexico with 
steel rails which cost, delivered in that 
cbuntry, only $30 per ton. American cap- 
italists and contractors are building the great 
Canadian Pacific Koad, 3,000 miles long, with 
steel rails laid down at the head of Lake 
Superior for $81 per ton. In the United 
States the average price at the pool mills is $60 
per ton, just double what all the rest of man- 
kind are called upon to pay. This price is 
successfully demanded because the tariff 
levies a duty of $38 per ton on imported steel 
rails. Tse rails could be produced and 
sold in this country at $40 per tou and fur- 
nish a fair profit to the manufacturers. But 
these steelmakers limit their production by 
closing up a part of the mills and paying 
out of their immense profits for standing 
idle. Grinnell wanted this strange proced- 
ure explained, but it was not explained,

THE WHEAT QUESTION. 

Our wheat market has for several weeks 
past presented the anomaly of active specu- 
lation with a stagnant state of affairs in re- 
gard to the grain itself. Our stocks in store 
increased about 68,000 bushels during last 
week, though the receipts’ were only 213,000 
bushels, being at the rate of 30,500 bushels 
per day. The wheat stays here, and even ac- 
cumulates, on the smallest of receipts and 
the minimum of freight rates ever known at 
this time of the year. The people of the 
East and of the Old World do not seem to 
want it at the prices asked, as they appear to 
be able to supply their wants on more favor- 
able terms from other sources. 

There is now a prospect that receipts will 
naturally increase.e They have been kept 
down to a very small volume for weeks past 
by two causes: First, the weather in the 
Northwest has been execrable, so far as the 
thrashing and marketing of wheat is con- 
cerned; and secondly, the millers took about 
all the good wheat that was offered, leaving 
little to ship in the unmanufactured stage. 
But the weather has now changed round to 
clear and cold, which will permit the tarm- 
ers to thrash; and the millers are doing very 
little, as they have been making flour much 
more rapidly than was wanted for consump- 
tion, so that there are now large stocks of 
Hour, oeh hand. Thus both of the impedi- 
ments to a free movement have been lifted, 
and we may expect it to be all the more free, 
as the grain has hitherto been kept back to 
the extent of making mercantile collections 
unusually slow. The farmers want money 
with which to pay bills outstanding. 

Under this state of things it is pertinent to 
ask what is our wheat market going to do? 
Will our present stock of 3,850,000 bushels of 
all grades speedily swell to double that vol- 
ume under larger receipts and continued 
reticence on the part of buyers? Or will an 
increasing supply and advancing freight 
rates tempt them to pay prices here to which 


they now object? Or will our speculators 


come to the conclusion that they must relax, 
not only a little, but a great deal, in order to 
make the grain move towards the consumer ? 
We may add to these questions the remark 
that the quality of the wheat is not so good 
as in some past years, making it less attract- 
ive to foreign buyers at even prices; and that 
if our present stock is allowed to lie here all 
winter we may hear a very loud cry of “ hot 
wheat” in the spring.

ENGLAND AND THE PANAMA CANAL. 

The tone of the English journals indicates 
that Secretary Blaine’s note on the Panama 
Canal has not been well recelved by the 
diplomats of Great Britain. At the same 
time it is evident that the position of the 
American Government outlined in that note 
has made an impression, and the English 
Government will not be in a hurry to antag- 
onize it. The English Government will not 
be inclined to create any unfriendly feeling 
upon any point of formality, and unless its 
ruling men shall conclude that the commer- 
cial advantages it can gain from a joint 
guarantee of neutrality of an interoceanic 
canal are paramount to the consideration of 
good feeling between England and the United 
States they will not advise the joint action of 
European Powers against which Secretary 
Blaine has protested. The English admit 
that the position of the United States Gov- 
ernment toward the Panama Canal is very 
much the same as that of Great Britain 
toward the Suez Canal, with the difference 
that the former is disposed to insist upon a 
natural right to exercise jurisdiction over 
the Panama Canal while the latter acquired 
its power over the Suez Canal by securing a 
control of the stock; but the English are too 


„selfish to concede to the Americans what 


they have seized themselves under similar 
conditions. The average English sentiment 
is fairly set forth in the following extract 


from the Pall Mall Gazette: 

The object of the American Government is 
obviousiy not to be placed in a worse position 
by the opening of the canal than it occupied be- 
fore. If it should D be at war with any 
European nation, ishes that its enemy sbould 
still be forced to attack its Pacific coasts by way 
of the Straits of Magellan. But though the ob- 

ect is intelligible and vuaturel, the mode of ef- 
— it is undoubtedly formidable from the 
int of view of the Commouwealtu of Nations. 
‘or if Colombia and che United States can con- 
tract as they please about the Panama Canal. 
and if no other Power can interfere with this 
contract, or make with Colombia another con- 
tract of ite own, this joint power of limiting the 
freedom of the canal is not at all confined to the 
stipulations of the treaty of 1870, So far as the 
provisions of this treaty relate to a state of war, 
it is rather Mexico and the South American 
Powers*which are likely to object to them than 

the Governments of E and the 
visions securing liberty of commerce seem 
unobjectionable. Dut a new treaty, which the 
r cleariy to consider within 
their right, migut not be equally innocent in its 
bearing, either on or on war. The Euro- 
pean Powers might legitimately besitate to coin- 
mit the virtual com of what will be one of 
tbe greatest commeftial routes in the world to 
one very strong Power and one very weak one, 
particalarly when the statesmen of Powers 
entertain Opinions on commerce which. to say 
the least, are not universally accepted. The

Reapers of Tae Trung will have no- 
ticed that we are careful each day, at the head 
of the editorial page, to publish the rates of 
postage on this paper, both domestic and for- 
eign. Wedo this, first, for the convenience of 
such ot our subscribers as desire to make known 
abroad how great a city is Chieago, and also be- 
cause for mauy months the Post-Omoe author- 
ities so misinterpreted the provisions of the 


Geneva corivention as to make people pay two 


cents for every ounce of newspaper matter sent 
to foreign countries, Attention having been 
drawn to the matter, postal authorities dis- 
covered that the international convention called 
for a rate of one cent for every ounce of 
newspaper mail-matter. Meanwhile the pub- 
lic bas been plundered opt of a sum 
considerable in the aggregate, because 
the postal authorities had biundered 
in interpreting the decision of a eonventdon in 
which they themselves took part. The mistake 
as regards newspapers has been rectified. In 
regard, however, to letters, our exporters, 
banks, and ali others having correspondents in 
Europe contioue to be the victims of official old- 
fogyism at Washington, The Geneva conven- 
tion stipulates that the international basis of 
postage shall be 25 centimes, or five cents, for 
every fifteen grams. Now, while the Washing- 
ton authorities acknowledge this and print the 
fact in their postal guide, yet so appalling is to 
their minds the danger that might result from 
the introduction of the decimal system in this 
country that they bave hitherto failed to supply 
the post-oflices of the country with any scales 
whereby a fifteen-gram letter can be weighed. 
Their failure to do this is in direct contraven- 
tion of Sec. 3,880 of the Revised Statutes, which 
specifically states that The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral shall turnish to the post-offices exchanging 
mails with foreign countries, and to such other 
offices as he may deem expedient, postal bal 
ances denominated in grams of the metric sys- 
tem.“ Notwithstanding the fact that this section 
is quoted on. page 262 of the Postal Guide, the 
postal authorities simply furnish the old scales, 
and arbitrarily decide that half an ounce shall 
be considered the equivalent of fifteen grams. 
Now. half an ounce falls nearly 6 per cent short 
of fifteen grams—to be eXact, it is just 
14.16 grams. The result is that a letter 
weighing even a hair's breadth over half 
an ounce directed to a foreign country is reck- 
oned as having to pay double postage, even 
though that letter may weigh fully half a gram 
less than the legal and recognized singie rate. 
As the foreign mails leave four times a week, 
and as not a few of our export houses dispatch 
a score or more ot letters by each mail, the total 
amount in which they are muloted, owing to the 
antiquated ideas rulmg at Washington, is very 
considerable, The anomaly the thing will be 
seen at once when it is consédered that a letter 
posted in London addressed to Chicago will cost 
five cents, whereas that identical letter, if 
posted in Chicago addressed to London, would 
cost 10 cents. The absurdity of this red-tape- 
ism would be laughable were it not for the loss 
aecruing to the public therefrom. Certainiy the 
sooner the Superintendent of Foreign Matis 
gives bis attention to this matter and provides 
the post-offices throughout the country with 
scales for weighing 15, 30, 45, and 60 gram let- 
ters the better will it be for @ll concerned. As 
it is now the public are made tosuffer a crying 
evil, and the leading post-offices of the country 
are made the unwitting instrumentsof defraud- 
ing some of the Government's best customers.

Mr. Robinson exhibited last night an interest- 
ing relic of revolutionary times in the shape of 
the original copy of a letter written Aux. 26, 
1777, by one of colonists who fought in the 
battle of Bennington.

Its contents pictured in a simple way 
the heroism of both men and women in “the 
times that tried men's souis.” The following is 
av exact copy of the document, spelling and all: 

“ BENNINGTON, Aug. 26, A. D. 1TT7.—Honoured 
Futher: After my duty, I take this r 
to write to you, bopem these lines will find you 
well, as, through the goodness of God, they 
leave me and my family. We met with a t 
deal of trouble on the 16th inst. Myself and 
brother John was preserved through a very hot 
battie. We killed and took, according to the 
best account we can t, about one thousand 
of the epemy. Our loss was about thirty or 
forty. e marched right up against their 
breastwork, with our small arms, where they 
tired upon us with their field pieces every halt a 
minute, yet they never touched a man with 
them. @ drove them out of their breast work 
and took their field pieces and pur 
sued and killed a great number of » 
We took four or five of. my neizhbbors— 
two Sniders, two Horubeck as. bigwer 
part of Dutch Hoosac was in the battie aguinst 
us. They went to the Regulars a day or two 
before the fight. Samuel Anderson, a Captain 
amongst the Regulars, was in the battle against 
us. hilst I was gone, my wife and children 
went off and got down to Williamstown. After 


I got home, I went after them, and fouad them) 


at landlord Simons’. I havé got them home 
again. My wife was very much worried out.

Chicago, Rock Isiand & Pacific in adopting the 


State Commissioners’ tariff or not. They say the 
Rock Isiand does not deserve the credit that is 
bestowed upon it for taking the lead, as this 
road is entirely differently situated from most 
of the other lilinois roads, and has nothing to 
lose and everything to gain in the matter. It is 
claimed that the Rock Island sold its birth- 
right for a mess ef pottagé’”’ when it dccepted a 
new charter simply to be able to enrich ite 


stockholders by giving them double the amount 


of stock they were entitled to. To accomplish 
this the Rock Island agreed to accept any rates 
that the Commissioners may prescribe. The 


Rock Island could do this much better than any - 
other of the leading Lilinois roads running west 


from Chicago because, in the first place, it has 
to meet during the summer the canal com- 
petition for over 100 miles, while its 
total mileage in Illinois is only 238. 
Most of this is short hauls,“ on which the new 
Commissioner rates are higher than the old 
ones, and, consequently, the Rock Island by 
adopting the new tariff gets better pay than 
heretofure, and can theretore afford to be 
liveral. The other roads, the managers say, 
have a different sort of competition to meet— 
that from the lines making short cuts across the 
State. All this is on long bauls,on which the 
new rates are much lower than the old ones. By 
adopting these rutes they would be unable to 
compete,as far as Ohicago business is con- 
cerned, with those cross lines, and would be 
compeiled to take business to the nearest junc- 
tion point. The Illinois Central, for instance, 
bas to meet such competition on a total mileage 
of #28: the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 840 
miles; and the Chicago & Alton, 575 miles. 

The managers of these roads say their charters 
expressly stipulate that their roads should have 
the right to make such rates as they see proper, 
as will be seen by the following provision in 
their charters: 

“The said corporation may takeand trans- 
port upon said railroad any peison or persons, 
merchandise, or other property by the force of 
power of steam, or animals, or any combination 
ot them, and may fix. establish, take, and re- 
ceive such rates of toll forall passengers and 
—— transported upon the same as the said 

irectors may from time to time establish.“ 

Now the question is, these manawers say, 
whether the roads which did not water their 
stock and surrender their charters in order to 
make personal gains for their stockhoidefs, 
shall be placed upon the same level as those 
roads which did so surrender their charters for 
personal and selfish ends. They think that if 
the matter could properiy come before the Su- 
preme Court, they would be sustained in their 
position. But the trouble is to getit there. An 
agreed cause could not be made, because the 
Commissioners insist that the matter has been 
decided, and that they have the right to pre- 
scribe such rates as they see proper. To 
appeal all the suits that 
brought against the roads for violation 
of the law would subject them to such immense 
expense as to make ita very unprofitable pro- 
ceeding, and for this reason they will probably 
find it best to obey the law and adopt the new 
tariff’ They think that by taking this step they 
will gain much more than by fighting the law, 
as the merchants and shippers of Chicago would 
suffer so severely ae to compel them to combine 
with the railroads in an effortto have the law 
changed and made more equitable towards ail 
concerned. 

The managers also state that the new rates 
need not be put into eff until they have been 
published along the li of the various roads 
for three consecutive weeks, and this provision 
of the law having not yet been complied with, 
they cannot be prosecuted for not o the 
new rates at present. 


Extending the Denver & Rio Grande 
Rallway to Sait Lake City. 

The Guanison Colo.) News- Democrat says it is 
the tention of the Denver & Rio Grande Raii- 
road Company now to push the road through to 
Salt Lake City at the earliest possible moment. 
A force of 1.000 or 1,800 men is at work on the 
Salt Lake end of the line, and it is expected 
that the graders will cross the Utah line by Dee. 
I. The Back Canon will be the main scene of 
action this winter, and the company expect to 
have the road completed throughout by: June 1 
of next year. Inorderto accomplish this they 
are taking all the men that can possibly be 
spared from other places and concentrating 
them at this poiut. The contractocs between 
Gunnison and Lake City bave already been or- 
dered to quit and remove their forces to the 
Black Canon, and the Lake City Branch will be 
allowed to rest for the present. The one object 
ot the company just pow is to get the road com- 
pieted tbrough to Salt Lake by § the 
time the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad reaches Denver, and some 
of the officials claim that this will be 
accomplished within ten months from this time. 
Work on the various branches will be suspended 
and every man that can be obtained will be put 
to work on the main line. The hercuiean task 
of putting a road Mhrough the canon will be ac- 
cow plished as rapidly as men and money can do 
it. The whole line willswarm with men. The 
completion of the road to Sait Lake City. and its 
conuection with the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy at Denver, will give it an eastern outiet 
and will be of vast importance to both roads and 
to this part of the State of Colorado. The Pioche 
Record says the surveyors in Utah have about 
completed the survey of this road and got their 
stakes all driven. They have secured all the 
passes and canons from Salina to Iron City, 
Utah, monopolizing every piece of land in passes 
and caiions that is broad enough for two roads 
by running a double track through them, thus 
preventing any competition in the future. This 
road runs through Salina pass to Clear Creek, 
down to the Clear-Creek Canon on to what is 
known as Cove Fork, Antelope Springs, lron 
Springs, and Iron City, where a junction is 
formed with the California Central Railroad.

They Are Formally Beceived by the 
Mayor and Showa the Lions of the

Yesterday morning Chicago’s distinguished 
French visitors were tendered at the Grand Pa- 
eine Hotel a semi-formal reception, in which 
Mayor Harrison participated and did the bcaors 
of the occasion in behalf of the city.

The Witnesses for the Prosecution Swear 


It Was Nothing but Liquor, 


The attendance in the Criminal Court yester- 
day, the sixth day of the trial of Arthur Stern for 
the murder of his wife Ida, was much larger than 
upon any previous day, and the testimony for 
the prosecution teading to show the meatal ir- 
responsibility of the (Was eageriy 
listened to. The first witness was Mrs, Stern, 
the mother of the accused, who corroborated 
the testimony previously given by her song 
Hugo and Charies. Arthur was mo- 
rose and sulien, sat up late at nights, smoked to 
excess, and. owing to hisjactions, the family had 
frequentiy thought of having bim examined by 
a physician. jaa, the murdered wife, was a 
kind, amiable woman. whom Arthur appeared 
to be very fond of, and Ida berself was of the 
opinion that Arthur was crazy, and sometimes 
cried about the way he was carrying on. 

Samuel W. Stevens, a traveling agent fora 
boot and shoe firm, testified to having seen Stern 
and wife at the corner of Canal and Madison 
streets as late as II o'clock on the night of Sept 
m. when Stern stopped bim and asked if the 
Washington Hotel across the way was a good 
hosteiry to stop at. He also made the remark 
that be would like to 
GO TO SLEEP AND NEVER WAKE UP AGAIN, 
and when asked what ailed him replied, Oh. 
I'm crazy; whereupon his wife said she would 


take care of him. The State'e- Attorney tore» 


the witness up considerably by attem to 
show an intimacy existing between M. A. Ma 
guire, the mutual friend and the attorney for 
the defense, and his client, Dut the witness 
proved to be very forgetful, and made ip conse- 
quence a very peor showing.

Edmond George, dry-goods clerk, who had 
worked with Stern at Gossage’s and at Coutant's, 
swore that be bad noticed a great chauge jn him 
during the past year and a balf.

eculiar look in bis eye. 

277 H. McGuire, Stern's counselor and friend, 

then testified to an occurrence whith was sub- 
sequently described better and more in detail by 
a witness named Doyle. 

The testimony of the following witness, Julius 
Richards, the Stern family’s barber, was unim- 
portant. 

The next witnesses, Jobn Henneberry and 
James Tracey, were failroad employés, who in 
March last saw Stern floundering about in the 
lake at the foot ot Jackson street. They rescued 
bim, and took him to a neighboring flag-shanty, 
where he partially dried bis clothing, and was 
ther sent home by the police. Neither witness 
could give any opinion as to Stern's sobriety. 

John Tristram, a boot and shoe salesman room- 
ing at No. 161 Clark street, testified to baving 
met Arthur Stern and wife at about ö o'clock on 
the afternoon of Sept. 14, the day it will be re- 
membered on which she was murdered. They 
were driving from the city with a horse and 
buggy. Tbe horse was shying alouy the 
owimg to one of the lines darm become 
wound about one of the shafts. Mrs. Stern was 
driving, or rather pretending to drive, apd Ar- 
thur was

and was cry and moaning. He did not act 
nor talk lite a éronken man, but complained of 
aterribie beudache, and when witness volun- 
teered to go after a doctor Mrs. Stern interposed, 
and saia she would drive bim home at once. 
They did not change the direction of their 
course, bow¢ver. While they were conversing 
Stern reached back to his hip pocket, and giving 
the witness a mere glance of a revolver, said: 
*1 wish you'd take this pietol and shoot me, and 
end this misery.” 

On the cross it was brought out that the witness 
was, at the time be encountered Stern and wife, 
endeavoring to find the residence somewhere on 
Kendall street of a Mr. Lyons, whose wife is the 
daugbter of the witness Stevens, and who was 
then lying sick at home. He did not then tind 
the house, and the iady has since died. Also that 
the witness was a warm friend of Maguire, 
whom he bad known for nearly ten years, and 
moreover of Stevens, whose acquaintance was 
of forty years’ standing, and that he had seen 
them both very frequeutiy of late. 

At the afternoon session the first witness ex- 
amined was Peter D. Doyle, a teamster living at 
No. 106 West Quincy street, ~who, upon being 
called to the stand and sworn,

time in the Workingmen’s headquarters on 
Washington street. lu the presence of the wit- 
ness. Stern came in, asked tor Michael Maguire, 
his friend in the present trial, and, upon finding 
him, borrowed $5 from him. Yery shortly after 
getting the money Stern stoo down, and as 
he resumed a Standing posture witness saw a 
knife in bia band, and realizing that Stern was 
about to use it upon Maguire warned the latter 
to look out for bim. Witness then ran around a 
table, seized Stern by the cuat-collar from be- 
hind, threw him paftially down, and d med 
him, but not before Stern bad cut himeelf 
slightly on the hand, Stern did not appear to 
be drunk. 

On the cross State's- Attorney Mills elicited 
that witness was a nephew of Maguire; that he 
had been with bim considerably of late, and 
that he was well acquainted with Samuel W. 
Stevens, a previous witness, who wasa frequent- 
er of the political headquarters above referred to. 

Peter Odiin, contectioner, testified to hav 
met Arthur Stern on or about the evening o 
the Ist of September near the corner of Green 
and Madison streets.

THE HOFFMAN REINSURES IN THE NIAGARA~—A 
BOARD MEMBER ON THE BOARD'S ALLEGED 
SAGACITY. 

As predicted by Taz Trisune’s New York 
correspondent a tew weeks ago, the Hoffman 
Fire-Insurance Company of that city has at last 
retired from business and reinsured its risks in 
the Niagara. The reasons for this step, as un- 
derstood in local insurance circles, are of a two- 
fold nature. The President of the company, 
Mr. Hodges, is the victim of something in the 
nature of paralysis, and his retirement from 
business was forced upon bim for that reason. 
The controlling stockhoiders in the company 
were his family relatives, and as his direction of 
affairs was no longer possible, and as the in- 
ducements for continuing the business without 
him were not specially attractive, they con- 
cluded to draw out of the business and reinsure 
the risks on the company's 
the Niagara, one 
companies in 
on which the reinsurance was made, of course, 
is not understoug out bere, but the arrangement 
was doubtless 1 one to the stock 
holders in the Holfman, which was a sound, 
higb-toned board company and stood exceeding- 
ly well with its competitors for risks. Its retire- 
ment. in view of the prediction above referred 
to, was a matter so generaliy expected that 
when it actuaily took place, 
ago, La Salle street was fully prepared for it, 
and not the faintest ripple of excitement was 
occasioned.

PrTTssuRG, Pa., Nov. 16.—Delegates to the 
Labor Congress here effected a permanent or- 
ganization this afteruoon, and then proceeded 
to the transaction of the business in hand. In 
organizing the only contest of any importance 
was over the selection of a permanent Chair- 
man. It was understood beforehand that the 
Sociai element of the congress would make an 
effort to capture this office, and that, if they 
succeeded, there would be a bolt of the Eastern 
members, led by the Pittsburg delegates, who 
have, on every possible occasion, deciared that 
they would not tolerate Socialism or Com- 
munism in the meeting. 

MR. POWERS, OF CHICAGO, 
was the candidate of the West. Mr. Jarrett, of 
Pittsburg, President ot the Amalgamated Asso- 
ofation, was supported by the Eastern delegates, 
Speeches were made by members from both sec- 
tions, chiefly of a conservative character—the 
Socialists studiously refraining trom urging 
their views, ana their opponents from saying 
anything that would provoke unnecessary dis- 
cussion. It was evident from the beginning 
that the East was strong enough to dictate to 
the West, and it was this knowledge no doubt 
that induced members from the latter section 
to say as little as they did. Finally Mr. Powers, 
seeing that he was in a hopeless minority, grace- 
fully withdrew in favor of Mr. Jarrett. Mr. 
Gompers, of New York, did the same thing, and 
THE PITTSBURG MAN WAS ELECTED 
permanent Chairman by acclamation. This 
happy termination of what all feared would be 
a long and acrimonious struggie gave great sat- 
isfaction to the conservatives, and was weil re- 
ceived so far as could be judged by those of 
known Social proclivities. Mr. Jarrett is an 
able and experienced man, and will make an 
efficient presiding officer. The delegates as a 
whole are a good-looking, intelligent body of 
men, and appear fully impressed with their 
mission as labor reformers. Whether they will 
prove equal to the emergency is further along. 
They have selected

will dispose of them will be watched with in- 
terest by every intelligent toiler in the country.

Samuel 
Gompers and Richard Powers were chosen ber- 
manent Vice-Presidents, and William Wilson, of 
St. Louis, and H. H. Bengough, of Pittsburg, 
Secretaries. This completing the organization, 
the following committee was appointed on 
Declaration of Principles and utions: 
Samuel Leffingwelill, of Indiana; M. . Waish, 
of Wisconsin; Richard Edmunds, New Jersey; 
Gustave Fowitz, Maryiand; Sherman Cummings, 
Massachusetts; Michal J. Byrne, New York; A. 
C. Rankin, Pennsylvania; L. A. Brant, Michi- 
gan; Leo P. Dwyre, Hiinois; Josh W. Osborn, 
Ohio; Richard Robinson, West Virwinia; A. A.

of this congress assembied that we demand the 
abolition of this evil system, and that we will 
not, under any circumstances, support any per- 
son Or persons to legisiative positions who will 
not offer their support and earnest efforts to the 
abolishment of the same. 

Resolved, That we urge our people that articles 
made in prison under the contract system are in 
competition with honest toil,and we hereby 
protest against the purchase and sale of the 
same, and that we ask their codperation and er- 
forts, that, by a just legislation, this evil may 
be crushed. 

TRELAND. 

A resolution announcing the sympathy of 
workingmen for the oppressed people in lre- 
land, and enunciating the idea that land was 
property which should be owned only by the 
tillers of the soll, and that no person should be 
permitted to hol@ more property than he could 
till, was presented and provoked considerabie 
discussion.

The Milwaukee Sentinel of yesterday says that 
the shipments of iron-ore by water will ciose 
for the season during the present week. The 
finale has been hastened considerably by cir- 
cumstances unforeseetu at the beginning of the 
season, the chief reason being the flooding of 
the mines during the early part of the fall. In 
regard to the season, a prominent shipper said 
that it has been one of the most remarkable 
ever known in the history of mining, at the same 
time in all respects one of the most prosperous 


to all concerned. During the earlier part of the 


season shippers despaired at their inability to 
fulfill existing contracs on account of a scarcity 
of cars and vessels, a majority of the latter be- 
ing then engaged in the grain trade, which 
opened so auspiciously, but the manipulations 
of the grain markets brought about a change, 
and in a short time any number of ves- 
sels was obtainable, and in consequence 
ore freights declined to a merely nominal 
figure, which the vessel-owner eagerly ac- 
cepted rather than allow bis property to lay in 
ordinary. By careful calculation it bas been 
developed that the aggrevate shipments from 
Lake Superior mines are 1,600,000 or 250,000 tons 
in excess of last year’s shipment. The ship- 
ments from Escanaba to Nov. 9 aggregated 
660,146 tons, which is a large excess of last year's 
work. Rothing can be predicted for next year 
on account of the present outlook in the grain 
market, but some veasel-owners contidently 
assert that erain-carrying will give employment 
to innumerable vessels, thus practically cutting 
off the ore trade.

Our Street-Car System. -

Disloyal Talk by a Russian Concerning 
the Czar and the Nobles. 
Tb the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Under the head General 
Discontent and Disorganization” appeared a 
correspondence about Russia in your yesterday's 
Trisune. Allow me to make a few remarks 
about the present state of affairsin that coun- 
try. It is no wonder the peusants (Moujicks) are 
liable to the temptation of dividing the Wealth 
and property of the nobies and rich between 
themscives; during their thousand years of 
slavery they got to be in some respects Com- 
munists, and think the time has come for them 
to enjoy equally the goods of nature. Could 
you or any one else, from the standpoint of hu- 
manity, blame the poor peasantry if they, to 
accomplish their freedom and secure a way to 
progress, shall kill a fewof the miserable nobles 
who never in their lives knew bow to earn a 
day’s bread; who, when they had serfs, were 
selling, trading, and giving them away: 
who debauched their wives and sisters; 
and, though it could bardly be said to be a cus- 
tom, Was often the case that the owner of the 
peasants would have the tirst share of a newly- 
married woman's affection; at least, she had to 
suvmit, and it he (the husband) raised any ob- 
jections (wauich often was the case) he would be 
tlogwed almost to death, or sent to Siberia; ane 
after such a life for mauy hundred years, would 
it be surprising to see the peasants avenging 
their wrongs? As to frigbtening the Emperor— 
to bring bim to his senses—thbere is little danger 
in it, and [ don’t think such action will accom- 
~y anything. He must go, wiilingly or not— 

ut he must go—and it is only a question of 
time. he is relying upon the clergy aud army. 
On the former he may depend, but not on the 
latter. The clergy will uphold him, as they are a 
part of the Government, and consider theniseives 
gute so long as the Emperor lives. Not long ago 
there appeared an order of the Russlau Minister 
of Pubiie instruction directing special attention 
towards religious instrucnon in schools. Not 
only does ine Government use all available 
power of absolutism tocrush the ideas of liberty 
wut of the minds ot the people, but resorts to 
the Church to help in suppresamg it. Could there 
be nore depruvity on the part of the Government? 
The Czar is the head of the Church, not for its 
glory. No: bis personal behef don't amount to 
anything; but to direct the orders of the Syneod 
(executive department of the Church in Russia) 
the way be thinks it most useful for nis avsolui- 
ism. On nccountof such conditions the Gov- 
erument gives all possible priviteges to the 
clergy. The clergy vf Russia are not, as in 
some other countries, a self-sustaining power, 
or one trving to control governments; no, itis a 
tool of the absoiutism—it isa part ot it. 4s to 
the army, be hus a poor show to ud much syim- 
pathy taerc; be may have had it before 1875, but 
since bé has been si steadily: he could not 
heip it; be had to follow the example of the 
other Frrope an nations and introduce all ele- 
ments of bis Empire in the army to compete 
successfully with an enemy in case of war, and 
such a measure brought another spirit in the 
army; ideas before ugknowa were whispe 
among the soldiers; they commenced to under- 
stand that they, so longus they are soldiers, are 
machines, and in case wur will be slaughtered 
without mercyin the tties of the Emperor's 
imagivary ambiuon.

CHICAGO LIFE. 

On tne 10th inst. the Supreme Court filed an 
opinion iu the case of the Chicago Life- lusur- 
ance Company vs. Thomas B. Needles, Auditor, 
affirming the verdict in the court below. In 1877 
the Auditor filed a petition in the Cook County 
Cireuit Court, praying that the Chicago Life be 
enjoined from further proceeding witn their 
business, and the injunction was granted, and 
made perpetual. The insurance com- 
pany appealed, on the ground that the 
section of the statute under which the injunc- ' 
tion was granted was unconstitutional. The 
decision of the Court in the case of Ward vs. 
Farwell, 97 LiL, determined the question of the 
constitutionality of the statute.

WOODEN SHIPs. 

Fuller, of Maine, was next called upon, on 

ggestion of Mr. Adams, of Cleveland. to 

the convention. He suid he came from 

the largest shipbuilding ports in the 

known world. where as good wooden ships and 

eamers were built as were built in the worid. 

He attended the convention to codperate with 

them in ecting the industrial interests of 

this country. The wooden shipbuiiders 

did not want any monopoly in preference to oth- 

ers; they only asked tur tbe same ratio of pro- 

tection was uccorded to the other indus- 

tries of this country.

It now cost 
sume 10 per cent wore to build w vessels 
in this country than in Great Britain, but that 
was more than overcome by the superior quality 
ot the material used here. Of course labor was 
higher bere, but it was not the poiicy of this 
country to encourage cheap wages for labor. 
There were two burdens imposed upon the sbip- 
builders of this country which ought to be 
taken off. One was the law in reference 
to paying an advance of three months’ 
wages of $25 a month to every seaman 
who is discharged in a foreign port. That might 
have done very well when our ships were saiied 
by American seamen, but now probably seven- 
eighths of the sallors were foreigners, and when 
the voyage was up they were landed at their 
homes, or where they wauted tobe. The other 
burden was the tonnage tax of W cente a ton, 
originally put on as a war measure. 

Mr. Hiaton, Milwaukeo, asked if Mr. Fuller 
thought it right when a sailor shipped in New 
Yore for Savannah to take a cargo of cotton to 

verpool, and un arri at Liverpool the ves- 
Wel had to go into dry-dock, and the crew were 
discha , to discharge the American sailor at 
Liverpool without furnishing him the means of 
passage back? 

Dr. Fuller said be did not, but his objection to 
the $75-was that the American sailor did not get 
it. it now went into the pockets of foreigners. 

Mr. Hinton entered into a rambling statement 
of the wrongs of American sailors and the 
treatment they used to receive at the bands of 
American mates, but this discussion was finally 
ruled out of order. 

THE SALT INDUSTRY. 

Mr. L. T. Hawley, of Syracuse, N. T., said 
everybody was crying out thatthe shipbuilding 
interest was ruined aud goue, and this was the 
result of free-trade. ealth was diversitied 
sabor, and in buying foreign-buiilt ships Ameri- 
cans were simply buy back their own corn 
and pork and other products. The salt interest 
at Syracuse bad to buy foreign sacks to pack 
their galt in, but tney were willing to retain the 
tariff on such things so that American factories 
could compete with the foreigner. tHe was for 
tariff througbout, and where the tariff was in- 
sullicient to protect American industry it should 

ino . The tariff ou salt formerly pro- 
puced 561, 0.000, but since its uctioa 
the Goverument only received some 8000. 000. 
He wanted the rate advanced at least 
to the old figures, and be wanted a 
permanent organization to be formed for the 

urpose of advocating protection and publisb- 
— documents in that interest. He moved the 
appointment of a committee of seven to take 
into consideration what be had suggested, and 
to provide for a National organizauvuo to carry 
into efféct che objdécts of the convention. 

Mr, Waters, of Chicago, said be had heard it 
hintéd that there were members of Cuougress 
who were not indifferent to Lritish gold. it 
seemed to him that they ought to have an organ- 
ization im the huweof every Congressman, which 
would intluence bim to do his whole duty in re- 
gard to the matter of protection. 

The Cuairman said that was a matter of detail 
which the resolution covered. 

The resolution was then put and carried unani- 
mously. 

THE WOOLEN INTERESTS. 

Mr. Shear, of Little Fails, N. Y., then ad- 
the convention on beualf of the woolen 
interests. He said that this city seemed to bea 
hot-bed of free trade. He wanted to know why 
the Western people made it necessary for him to 
come tu Chicago to buy wool that they could 
manufacture themselves, and to pay his fare 
several timesa year to sell them goods that 
they could make for themselves. If he bought 
his wool io Loudon or in Montevideo, be could 
buy it for 00 per cent of what he bought it bere, 
and he wanted tosay tothe Western men that 
if they brought in their hobby of free trade 
they would have to sell him the wooi for what he 
could get it for in fureign markets. If this ques- 
tion were 7 studied there would be many 
more tarif men in the West. He had worked in 
milis in Engiand when a boy, and came here 
because be could do better; but if it bad been 
better fur the manufacturer it would be worse 
for the laborer, and, therefore, when American 
laborers clamored for the abolition of tariff on 
English manufuctures, they were simply voting 
the bread and butter out of their own mouths. 
{Applause.] He worked for 12 shillings a week 
wheu be was a boy, but be could not now hire a 
a boy of the same age for any such wages. His 
was startled when he read a statement by Mr. 
Morley. M. P., that English factory operatives 
live as well us those in America. Speaking from 
reonal experience, be could say that Mr. Mor- 
either did not say what de meant or did not 
know what be was talking about, for the English 

workman did not get meat once where 
American bad it twenty times. [Applause.) it 
was the policy of the Free-Traders to figbt pro- 
tection in detail; they could not win thruughout 
the entire country, as the last election showed, 
but they could take off 50 per cent from wovlen 
is year, and the next they would take 50 
per cent the duty on imported iron. MThere- 
fore, all the manufacturing interests of this 
—74— stand together and make a com- 

bined demand for protection. [Applause.] 

Mr. H. H. Adams, of Cleveland. said that so 
far from Chicago being a bot-bed of free trade, 
if the thousands of workingmen who came out 
of the Chicago factories with their dinner- pails 
in their hands could be polied on this question, 
they would ring the knell of protection. It was 
the full dinner-pail that brought thousands of 
immigrants yearly to this country, and to con- 
serve the dinner- pail we must take care of our 
industries. England did not adopt free trade

Mr. Usbon, of New York, moved that the con- 
vention take a recess till 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Bullock, of Georgia, suggested that the 
session be extended for another hour to hear 
more hes. 

Mr. withdrew his motion. 

Mr. Adame, of Cleveland, then moved an ad- 
journment tl 2 o'clock, waich was likewise 
voted down. 

TAX THE JUTE. 


Mr. J. B. Grinnell, of Iowa, said be was not 
identified with any manutacturing interest, but 
was a farmer and a protectionist. He was bap- 
py to see representatives of the East, West, and 
South present and acting together for the com- 
mou — He thought the deciaration ot Sen- 
ator Voorhees, of Indiana, marked the begin- 
ning of au era of reconstruction. He objected 
strongly to the importation of jute duty free, 
because it entered into competition with wool 
and other American products and was used fur 
aduiteration. He spoke of Horace Greeley as 
the great avostle of the American system, and 
the mention of the name was faintly 
applauded. The time of reconcilianon 
bad come, ail the people 
united under the banner of i protection. 
The speaker was for domestic commerce first of 
all. France bad overcome ali its troubles sim- 
ply because it bad a tariff, and American inter- 
ests were bound up in the tariff system. 

On motion of Gov. Bullock, a recess was taken 
until 3 p. m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convreution reassembled shortly after 3 
P. m., with an attendance rather smaller thang 
that of the morning. The retary read aletter 
from Mr. Jennings, of Smith, Sutter & Co., iron 
manufacturers, Pittsburg, regretting his in- 
ability to be present d expressing his sym- 
pathy with the objects of the convcution.

BENEFIT AND A NEED TO ALL SECTIONS.

Wuereas, A National Tariff’ Convention is to

Resolved, That such wise aud patriotic action 
as that conveution may take, inspired by tideli- 
ty to the idea of the American policy of protec- 

on, will meet our bearty approval and support. 

Resolved, That a committee of five persons 
appointed to visit Wasbington during the next 
session of Congress, present the acts of this con- 
vention to the proper comtuittees of both 
Houses, and forward its objects in all proper 
wuys. 

Resolved, That this convention recommends 
tho appointment of a committee on printing 
and correspondence, to whom sball be referred 
all letters and communications to be published 
in its doings, if worthy such piace. 

Resolved, That this cuuveution, in common 
with an afflicted country and a sympathizing 
world. recognizes in the deuth of President Gar- 
ficid a profound National calamity to the 
appropriate expression of which no language 
of eulogy or regret is fully adequate. 
But in one especial degree we, as trieuds of 
Americau industry, lament in his decease the 
luss to the world of a judicious and experienced 
economic legisiator, a profound student and 
master of true National ovonuwy, and an abie 
champion of the American ductrine of protec- 
tion to iadustry; not is our sensibility to this 
loss rendered in any degree less acute, notwith- 
standing our respectful and due appreciation of 
the fact that his successor iu the Presidential 
oifice, President Arthur, is equally devoted in 
principle and by conviction to the same cause of 
protection to American industry. 

GRINNELL.’S INQUIRY. 

The resolution of Mr. Grinnell having been 
referred to this committee it is 

liexolved, That being an inquiry for informa- 
tion relative to the coudition and management 
of aspecific industry under circumstances grow- 
ing out of the Patent laws, and not the Tariff 
laws, it is aot the province of this committee to 
present the resolution to this convention. They 
therefore refer it to the President of the Bease- 
mer Steel Company (limited), for the informa- 
tion desired in such resolution. There is voth- 
ing in the Tariff laws to limit the number of pru- 
ducers of steel rails, but under their encourage- 
ment the United States have become by 25 per 
cent the largest producers of steel raiis in the 
world, and tbe price of steel rails has 
been reduced within the past decade 
by the competition of American with Euglish 
producers from Sieh a tonto $60 a ton. The 
railroad companies of the country are the ulti- 
mate consumers of steel ruils. As their charges 
for transportation are paid on the competition 
amongst them. wholly irrespective ot cost of 
construction, the cost of rails if it were taxed 
would not be transferable by them upon the 
shippers of freight. This, therefore, is solely a 
question for railway owners and builders, and 
three-fourths of all this class favor protective 
duties on steel rails. 

DISCUSSION, 


Mr. A. E. Buck, of Alabama, moved the adop- 
tion of the resolutions as read. 

Mr. Rowers,of Maine, objected to the resolu- 
tion proposing to relieve American ships from 
State and municipal taxation. 

A delegate from New York defended the reso- 
Intion, and urged that i@be retained. 

The resolutions as reported were then unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Grinnell, of lowa, entered dis protest 
against the conclusion to which the Committee 
on Resolutions bad come, that only the ruilwaya 
were interested in the matter of e cost of 
steel rails. He thought such a conclusion was 
unjust, and was convinced that in that respect 
the report of the committee would not be sutis- 
factory to the agricultural community, and es- 
peciaily in the great agricultural State of lowa. 

The Chairman announced the following names 
as a Committee on Permanent Organization tor 
a Western Industrial League: O. W. Potter, A. 
W. Kingsland, A. A. Carpenter, Chicago: Homer 
Laughlin, Ohio; James A. Whittier, Michigan;

The Chair also appointed the following com- 
mittee to visit Washington on bebalf of this 
convention during the next seasion of Congress: 
The Hon. John Roach and the Hon. D. J. Mor- 
roll. of Pennsylvania; O. W. Potter and Albert 
a Chicago; and Mr. Halley, of Syracuse, 


The Chair further announced the appointment 
of the following Committee on Printing and 
Correspondence, in pursuauce of the resolutions 
just adopted: Messrs. Deuslow and Norton, of 
Chicago, and G. B. Stebbins, of Michigan. 

A CORRECTION. 

Mr. Bullock, of Georgia. requested the press 
to make a currection. One morning and one 
evening paper of tbis city bad reported him as 
saying be was io favor of liberal appropriations 
by the Government for the protection and main- 
tenance ot our National” means of transpor- 
tation. It should have been natural means 
of transportation—referring, of course, to our 
harbors and rivers. 

On motion of Mr. Hinton, of Milwaukee, the 
thanks of the convention were tendered to the 
press of Chicago for their truthful and liverul 
reports of the proceedings of the convention. 

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

Mr. Rogers, of Maine, then addressed the con- 
venuon iu regard to the interests of American 
shipping. He said be was particularly pleased 
with the remark made by Congressman Aldrich, 
of Chicago, in the morn 
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biockade of the — # A ports. This country 
could build as fine wooden vessels as any nation 
in the world, and this industry should have le- 
islative protection. Another reform needed was 
in our Consular system., An American ship was 
recently driven ashore on en island in the Chi- 
nese Sea, and the Captain und crew were driven 
away by the natives, who bardly allowed them 
to take what little personal effects they bad. 
The British Consul threw his protecting arm 
arouod them, but there was no one to protect 
them as representing their own country. From 
the Captain's report it would seem that while 
the British power is dreaded in that part of the 
worid, the American tiag is treated almost with 
contew pt. 

Mr. Shuman, of Indiana, representing the 
workingmen or that State, said he had been del- 
egated to the convention by Kepuvlicans, Dem- 
ocrats, and Greenbackers alike, who looked 
solely to their interests as workingmen. He had 
received his first lessons in protection under 
Henry Clay, and bad adbered to them ever since. 
[Applause.] He did not advocate protection fur 
the sake of money, but for the sake of his coun- 
22 his brother-man. . 

r. Bullock, of Georgia, was on budly 
called upon from all sides. He tnanked the 
Committee on Kesolutions for their courteous 
mention of the Cotton Exposition now being 
beld at Atlanta, and expressed a hope that as 
many as possible of the members of this con- 
vention would pay it a visit. [Applause.] 


PROTECT THE VINEYARDS. 

Mr. Edwards, of California, advocated the 
protection of the immense vinegrowing inter- 
ests of that State, both as a sound ecunomical 
measure and in the interests of temperance, 
and referred to the spuridus quality of much of 
the French wines imported iato this country. 
He deprecated any treaty arrangements which 
shouid reduce the present tarif on foreign 
wines. 

The Hon. Mr. Calkins, of New York, on behalf 
of the shipping interest, thanked the Western 
men for the sympathing they had exp 
with that interest. Legislation for free ships 
had hitherto been fought mainly by Eastern 
men, but he was bappy to find Western men 
joining in the struggie, and the resolutions just 
adopted had given him much satisfaction. Al- 
though a Democrat, his party ignored him on 
this question. The best friend of our mercan- 
tile marine today was James G. Blaine, whom 
he loved, although be was a Kepublican. [Ap- 
piause.] He offered the foilowing resolution 
and moved its adoption: 

Resotved, That the manner of shipping our 
sailors in our ports, and their discharge ia for- 
eign ports, under the present laws, be referred 
to the Committee on Congressioual Legislation, 
witb power. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously. 


REPORTS ON WAGES. 


Mr. Hartshorn, of Michigan, suegested that 
reports be received as to the rates of wages paid 
for labor in tue various manufactures of this 
country and the wages paid abroad. In the flax 
manufacture, 40 per cent of the wages paid bere 
would hire the same service in Great Britain. 

Mr. D. J. Morrell, of Penusyivania, reported 
that the iron trades were paying in all depart- 
ments of their work more em the wages 
paid for the corresponding work abroad. 

Mr. J. F. Scanian said that a workman in the 
roiling-milis bere told bim that in Wales the 
puddiers received 96 cents a ton where $5.55 was 
paid in this country. 

Mr. Osbon, of New York, said that the differ- 
ence in the wages paidon the Clyde and those 
paid to ship carpenters in American yards was 
about 0 per cent. 

Mr. Knowles, of East Liverpool, O., said that 
in the American potteries the wages paid were 
160 per cent mure,than in Europe; in other 
words, where they paid $1 the American em- 
ployer paid $2.50. 

Dr. Fuller, of Maine, moved that reports of 
the wages paid io the several trades be furnished 
to the Secretarv ang incorporated in the report 
of this convendon. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Sheard, of New York, said that in the cot- 
ton and wovlen trades in Kugland the difference 
of wages was large enough to induce men to 
leave the bomes of their voyhood and cross the 
Atlantic to come toa country that made them 
howesick at first. The difference was certainly 
one-third, but it could not be estimated iu 
figures. — it might be said, that the 
farther from the United States the lover the 
wages were. [Laurhter and applause.) 

r. Bullock, of Georgia, said the wages he 
paid his etnployés were more than turee times 
tbe wages they received ut home. 

Mr. Jerome, of Lilineis, suid;that the jute- butts 
admitted here duty free were bandied in India 
for It cents a day. 

Mr. Stowell, of Appleton, Wis., gave the fol- 
lowing memorandum of wages paid to different 
classes of employs in the paper mills of this and 
some European countries: 

Mill tenters, in Engiand, $5.80 a week; in Ger- 
many, $3; in Belgium, $2.50; in America, $15. 

Lieachers, in England. . a week; in Ger- 
many, 82: in Betgium, $2; in America, 89. 

Cutter hands—young boys and giris that tend 
the paper as it comes off the machines—in Eu- 

land $2.50 a week; in Germany, $1.60; in 

igium, $1.25; in America, $4.50. 

Ragpickers, in Engtand, $2 a week: in Ger- 
many, $1.50; in Belgium, 75 cents; in America, 


Mr. Buck, of Alabama, 3 that it would 
be said by free-tracers that sé statistics were 
not fair, because they did not state the cost of 
living in the various countries. He hoped the 
reports furnished would also give that informa- 
tion. 

Mr. Grinnell, of Iowa, said that ten years ago 
he paid his farm laborers $15 to $2) a month; 
now there was paid in lowa $20 a month aud 
board for common laborers. His method was to 
let his farm on shares, he finding the stock and 
everything, and receiving one-half the product, 
whereby the farmer cleared $40 a month the last 
two or three years. He knew that farm laborers 
in this country were paid more than double 
what was paid in Germany, Great Britain, Nor- 
way, or Sweden. 

Mr. Halley, New York, said that in the salt- 
works of America the difference of wages was 
five times more paid tothe salt-boilers and the 
barrel-makers thun in Europe. 

Mr. Hurtshorn said that these reports ought to 
set forever at rest the tree-trade heresy. 

Mr. G. B. Stebbins. of Michigan, Aid there 
were 60,000 men employed in the lumber-mills 
of Michigan, and the wages they received were 
on au average more than 30 per cent higher 
than the wages paid for the same work iu 
Canada. Thousands of Canadians were coming 
there because it was better for them, but none 
but idiots went to Canada. 


PROTECT NATIVE WINES. 
Mr. Edwards, of California, offered the follow- 


me: 

Resolved, That the attention of Congress be 
called to the serious calamity which must ensue 
to the wine-growers of California and the 
United States generally if the proposed reci- 
procity treaty with France is carried into effect, 
und that in the opinion of this convention the 
best interests of tne wine-growers of the United 
States and vineyard-laborers will be subserved 
by the retention of the present tariff on toreign 
wines and brandies. 

Mr. Halley, New York, moved the adoption of 
the resuiution. 

Mr. Bullock suggested that it be referred to 
the Committee appointed ao visit Washington 
during the next session of Congress, and, after 
some discussion, this course Wus agreed to, and 


+ it was so referred, 


On motion of Mr. John C. Dore, of Chicago, 
the thanks of the convention were tendered to 
the Chairman fur the able manner in which be 
had presided over the deliberations of the cou- 
vention. 

The Chairman announced that in place ot Mr. 
Stebbins, of Michigan, who was unable to serve 
on the Committee on Printing. be would appoint 
Mr. David H. Mason, of Chicago. 

Mr. Bullock invited the members of the con- 
vention to visit Atlanta on the 6th of December, 
when the Cotton-Pianters’ Association will meet 
in that city. He moved that the President ap- 
point a committee to represent the convenuon 
on that occasion. 

The Chairman suggested that the matter be 
referred to the Committee on Permanent Cryan- 
ization, which was agreed to. 

Chairman then bretly thanked the con- 
vention for the honor they had done him in se- 
lecting him to preside, and declared the con ven- 
tion adjourned sine die. 


JOHN ROACH’S LECTURE. 


The members of the Tariff Convention assem- 
bied in Fairbank Hall last evening to hear an 
address from the Hon. John Koach, of New 
York and Chester. Pa. The attendance was 
about the same as during the afternoon session 
of the convention, numbering less than 100 alto- 
gether. in the absence of the Chairman, who 
bad departed for bis home, 

Mr. Osbon, New York, called the meeting to 
o@icr, and introduced „ Koach as a gentieman 
who but a few years was u laboring man in 
every sense of the word—a gentieman to whom 
they owed ali the protection they bad amongst 
themselves to prevent the lust vestige of Ameri- 
can sbipp being wiped from the sea. 

The Hon. Mr. Roach said be proposed to give 
them afew of the experiences of a working 
man. Forty-five years ago be came from New 
York City to settie down as an lilinois farmer. 
He was never more forcibly struck with the 
wouderful change that bad taken piace than in 
comparing his experiences here forty-five years 
ago with bis visit on this occasion. He crossed

1880 they took out 7,758,000 tons 
of ore, to smeit which uired 
3,169,000 tons of limestune, and coke, and coal, 
amounting in ali to 23,000,008 of tons of material. 
The transportation of all this material waa done 
at home, by which the country was benefited, 
and the cost of this material amounted to $100,- 
000,000, of which 5 per cent was the cost at tho 
nine, and the remaining % per cent went to pay 
for labor. The framers of the American Con- 
stitution designed that this Government should 
ELEVATE LABOR AND NOT CRUSH IT. 

If he were going to make a free-trade speech 
he would say to the workingmen, “Your 
elass -occupies a position in this coun- 
try that was never intended for 
you; you have too much of the 
comforts of life in this country; you did not 
bave them in Ireland, where you came from, 
and you have no right to them here; you cannot 
compete with the nations of the worid unless 
your pay is reduced.” That was about as hon- 
est a free-trade speech as he could make. 
[Lauguter.] The free-trader would teil bim 
that a dollar in the oid country was better than 
u dollar and a half here. That was one of the 
strongest arguments they used, but it was pot 
true. Provisioas were cheaper here, and the 
workingman abroad with his dollar and a halt 
could not get enough to eat. Clothes were the 
only things he could buy cheaper, but notwith- 
standing the extra cost of clothes here the work- 
ingman preferred to throw aside his old clothes 
because A not American made, and 
could afford ides to send money over the sea 
to bring bis father and his tamily here, whom 
the landiord on the other side had turned out of 
doors. . — The steei-rail manutac- 
turers of this conptry were accused of being 
monopolists; but after buying the Bessemer 
patent the American manufacturers bad so 
competed with those of Great Brituin that they 
brought down the price of pig-iron to W per 
cent less than it was ju Greet Britain ten years 
ago. Durmg our Civil War the facilities of the 
English manufactories bad deen increased more 
than AW per cent—money invested under the 
idea that this great Nation was going 
to be forever burdened with an enormous 
debt. Now they found that the English 
factories were all too large for the requirements 
of trade, while the factories in America were all 
too small. [Applause. 

By way of showing the rapid wth and ex- 
tent of the iron manufactures of this country, 
the speaker quoted figures to show that since 
1830 there had been invested in the building of 
locomotives alone 51.146.678, 000, or more than 
Engiand bad invested in shipping; and besides 
thie there had been locomotives exported from 
this country to all parts of the world, owing to 
the nized superiority of the American 
article, This vast industry could never have 
been built up on this continent had 
it been strangied at its birth 
adverse tariffs and undue competition. if 
American enterprise had succeeded in ali these 
undertakings, why could it not succeed in ship- 
building? The ship was built of timber grown 
in the American forest, and ail that entered into 
its construction could be produced in this coun- 
try. la the early days of the Republic her great 
giory was in ber ships. Our manufacturing and 
agricultural industries were known and ad- 
mired the worid over, but like a stepmother the 
National Government had excluded the shi 

ing interest from der protection. He [Mr. 
bases was spoken of as a subsidy beggar. He 
wan no subsids, and never asked for one. 
This was something like the familiar cry 
of “mad dog.” [Appilause.}] He was inter- 
ested in the Brazilian line, and its steamers 
had to carry the United States mails to ports 
which would not admit large vessels, so that 
they bad to hire tues to take the mail ashore. 
For this service they only gut two centa, while 
English vessels could go to Kio and take cargoes 
to New York without baving to carry mails un- 
less they saw fit.

United States than the Government of this 
country paid for carry its foreign mails. He 
asked Congress to re that unjust law, and 
this was the sum and substance uf his subsidy 
begging. [Applause.] 

’atriotism would not draw capital and put it 
out. Not until the labor and the timber in 
American ships were protected, would there be 
American ships put afloat. In the years be- 
tweeh 1865 and 1871 there was a tax in this 
country on every company own ships of 3 
per cent, and a special war tax of 2% per cent, 
making 544 per cent on construction; the av- 
erage premium on gold was 140, and the price of 
labor and ships’ supplies was governed by the 
price of gold. A German or giisb company 
could then have 2 a fleet of five 
ocean-going vessels for $2,500,000, while an 
American company would bave had to convert 
$3,500,000 of greenbacks into gold to purchase a 
like fleet. Besides this, the Englishman bad only 
to pay 3% per cent interest, while the Ameri- 
cus interest was 7 per cent. Of course, Amer- 
ican competition at that time was entirely cut 


off. 
The question of legislative protection to 
American shipping was one of great interest to 
the farmers of the West. r export_surplus 
roducts in 1860 was about 260,000,000 tons, while in 
880 it was 1,100,000,000 tons, This surpius product 
had to go to the markets of the worid in ships, 
The question was, in whose ships was it to go; 
and in whose ships was it safe for them to carry 
it? Just now, it was carried by Eugtish, French, 
and German sbips; and shouida European war 
break out, we might wake up some morning and 
see the great ironciads of these coun- 
tries sinking one another's merchant ves- 
sels with Uncle Sam's product on board, 
ano this product going to the bottom because 
Uncle Sam's as was not ut the masthead. [Ap- 
plause.] England had now $517,000,000 invested 
in ships. It would be impossible for ber to pro- 
tect the product of her factories on the ocean in 
the event of war, tor the whole system of war- 
fare was being changed, and England's great 
ironclads would be of no use. Eighty per cent 
of the iron ships of Great Britain were only a 
slight improvement upon the old wooden ships 
in point of speed, and it was the fast cruisers 
that were going to command in future the com- 
merce of the ocean. és 
No nation can be a great commercial nation 
that does not build ber own ships. Great Brit- 
ain could not afford to invest 6517. 000. 000 in ships 
if she had to buy them from another nation. 
Her only advantage in shipbuilding was in the 
price of labor, and sbe got labor cheaper be- 
cause she ground the laborer down. |Applause.] 
The American asked no protection for his 
brains, push, and enterprise; he only wanted 
PROTECTION FOR HIS CAPITAL INVESTED, 
If during the Rebellion the Government had 
treated all the other great industries as the 
ships were treated, they would be looking for 
the factories of this land, and they would be al- 
ships are to- 


day. Let the American shipbuilders’ capital be 


protected ou the ocean, and the carpenters’ 


labor in the yards be protected the same as the 
labor in our tactories, and they could gut the 
nag ou the ocean once more in spite of ul that 
England could do.
